In addition to this kind of soothsayimg, a 
large majority of mankind actually believe, 
that the moon holds an immense sway, at 
her changes, over the weather, and thia 
serves to s{renythen the almanac maker's, or 
the printer’s devil’s faith, or cunning, or cal- 
culations, in foretelhng the hidden treasures

an l diigence of the futhful the pasty ear, sut- 
fiaentwas produced to canse fear, hunger, 
vant, and seareity, to shike hands and de- 
pirtin peare, leaving cil to enjoy, to their 
fullest satisfaction, the contats and blessings 
of tables lowdod wih bread, whil* the maun- 
tain rls ecuscd ther ewps to everflow with 
pare wat r; y Hch ore the prem od blessings, 
altho wh cur heavenly Father h's even us 
inesmmearen therev ith, many others And 
uhat fs the effect? Jo; ful hearts and cheer- 
ful counteninees surround us on every hand, 
We have bread to eafand to spare And is 
this to connexe? Yes! There is an abun- 
dance of wheat, af taken care of, till wheat 
can “row amain. 

And whitthen? Famine will again be af- 


ter us, unless we look after our crops nght $ 
early, quickly, effectually Some may sup 
pose that the immigration was so extensive, Ẹ 
and the consequent increase of labor so great $ 
the past season, that an abundance will be $ 
produced this season, with httle excruon, $ 
but have not eaters multiplied in a still greater $ 
ratio? Certainly, if we calculate that me 
chames shall go to their several callings, for $ 
the purpose of multiplymg houses, (which § 
are almost as necessary as food, during a cold § 
winter,) and of mcreasing domestic manu 
factures generally, all of which 1s very desl 
rable and necessary, tor the growth and final 
prosperity of any country. And further, 
many who have recently arrived, Lave loca 
ted on new ground, where, with all their nec 
essary labors in buslding, and otherwise pro- 
viding for their families, it cannot be expect 
ed they should produce much more gram 
than others did, in a sunular situation two er 
three years since, while many others, togeth 
er with many of the older citizens, have re 
mored entirely to new settlements, at con 
siderable distance, which has occupied the 
time they might otherwise have employed m 
preptnng for ploughing, and from such but 
litle can reasonably be expected this year, 
more than to raise ther own supplies. 

Cultivated land has increased very little 
since last harvest; and there is very httle 
seedin the ground at this time, when com- 
pared with last year at tinis time; and with 
the prospect of immigration, this season, far 
greater than the former season, what 1s the 
duty of the citizens of Deseret? What the 
most npportant mission now te be committed 
to the elders of Iaael in the valhes of the 
meuntuns? The raising of wheat, to feed 
those that are here, and also those to whom 
we are stretching foyth our arming, and crying 
come ond help us build up the waste places 
in the mountains of Ephraim = We have said 
come, and you shail find food for yourselves 
and your hous. helds; therefore, if we have 
not already begun, itis time to beam to fence, 
and ditch and prune, and make eyery thing 
ready for the pl ngh, agamst the time when 
frost. shall leave, for the winter 1s past, and 
the tiime of seeding draws nigh, and greater 
exertions are now needed by all, to meure an 
abundant hary est and supply for all who will 
want to eat therenf the coming year,—than 
was required the past year 

Now is the time for drawing poles, repar 
ing ploughs, drags, rekes, harnesses, yokes, 
&e, &e ,sothet when fre t shall disappear, 
there wil! be neth ng to hinder sowing all the 
grain possible s hile seed time Jast, then wa- 
ter the same asat shvJ need Sow all you 
can; and this 1s now the great mrcsion of the 
elders in Deseret; no matter if you cannot 
harvest ane holf of it, there v Jl be help en-

Nicholls, ofthe U S Pay Department, at N, 
Orleans, has vented an alarm and thief de- 
tector, of which the Picayune gives the fol- 
lowing account. 

“The former is so censtructea as, on being 
opened, to produce a tremendous noise sim- 
lar to the screeching of a gas-escape of &lo- 
comotive Tlisis followed by the destent 
through a tube ofa quantity of sonorous balls, 
(marble or brass, as may be chosen,) which 
are at length thrown successively frora a hop- 
per to the floor, rattling with terrific force — 
In the mudst of the confusion of sounds pro- 
duced by the falling balls, a bell begins to 
toll, and so loud as positively to startle even 
a person who ıs prepared to encounter the 
alarm The machinery v hich puts im operas- 
tion the alarm, occupies but a small space, ` 
and can be putinside money safes, armories, 
o1 other pieces of furniture in which valua- 
bles are preserved Tle nore created by it 
extends to a great distance, and would effec- 
tually scare a thief to a precipitate fught— 
The thief detector 1s a simpler and more por- 
table piece of machmery, designed to be 
placed inside doors or windows of stores and 
dwelhng houses, as a protection against dep- 
redators. It consists of a heavy grating, 
wluch is suspended within a hollow groove 
in the upper part of the door or window frame, 
and connected by a spring with the floor be- 
neath Immediately the foot of the robber 
presses on the floor inside the threshhold, the 
spring 1S put in action, when down falls the 
grating, and the intruder 1s caught hke a rat 
ma trap”

i“ New Inventions —A London let- 
ter ofthe 31st August, published 
in the N. Y. Commercial Adverti- 
ser, has the following items: 

A valuable invention has been 
made in Belgium. It is destined 
to effect as great a reform in the 
manufacture of linen cloths, as 
the steam loom has made in that 
of woollens Jt 1s nothing less 
than a steam loom for linen fab- 
rics. All the ingenuity and per- 
severance of manufactureis have 
been tested to invent a machine 
of this kind; but the fabrics have 
been uniformly so poor, that the 
machines have been thiown away 
and manual labor again resorted 
to. The difficulty has been re- 
moved by the scientific skill of a 
Belgian engineer. A model of 
his machine, with specimens of 
his fabiics, has beeu exhibited at 
the fairat Ghent. The cloths are 
said to rival tn firmness, fineness, 
and smoothness, the best of those 
made by hand IF, on further tri- 
al, it shall be found practicable on 
alarge scale, a revolution will 
doubtless be effected in the linen 
industry of Belgium, which will 
have a powerful influence on the 
political condition of the country, 
one half of the population of Flan- 
ders living, in one way or anoth- 
er, on the profits of that industry. 

A late improvement in the mus- 
ket will certainly meliorate gieat- 
ly the art of war. This has been 
made in Prnssia, and the secret 1s 
strictly guarded by the Govern- 
ment Nobody ıs perm‘tted to 
examine the work in the manu- 
factories, and the soldiers are for- 
bidden to show thei muskets — 

Sut these precautions are all use- 
less; the improvement will be cer- 
tainly known and adopted by oth- 
er countries. Captain Stone, of 
the American amy, now in Swe- 

en, is, I believe, in possession of 
the secret. The United States of- 
fered to sell to Mexico her flint 
Irck guns; she will soon be able 
I hope, to sell her percussion ones. 
irom what I have seen of the 
new gun, as well as from what I 
have heard, [can say afew words 


to satisfy in part the curiosity of 
our officers and gun-makers.— 
The musket has no lock, and is 
loaded at the stock end of the bar- 
rel. 


The ball is long and cone- 
shaped, rounded at the big end.— 
The barrel is slightly rifled, but 
the grooves aie perfectly straight 
and not spiral as in the American 
gun. The ball is consequently 
thrown a much greater distance, 
none of the force of the powder 
being wasted in giving it a useless 
rotary motion. The common 
charge is one half of that used in 
the percussion gun, and is said to 
carry the ball to its mark nine 
hundred yards. None of the 
pewder is wasted, the fire being 
communicated from the side of the 
barel, and not from the breech. 
This is effected by an ingenious 
contrivance. The part of the car- 
tridge next the ballis filled with 
an explosive substance similar to 
that in a percussion cap. This is 
made to explode by the contact 
-of a piece of stcel about the length 
of an eyght penny nail, which 
passes from the outside of the 
barrel through the cartridge.— 
The guu is called the “nail firer.” 
It can be discharged by a com- 
mon soldie, eight times in a min- 
ute, and need not be taken from 
the shoulder to be reloaded. 


The best soldier cannot dis- 
chaige the percussion gun more 
than three or four times in a min- 
ute, and in battle an officer cannot 
count on more than one discharge 
inthat time. Another advantage 
of the Prussian gun is, that the 
distance to which ıt carries, ena- 
blesa force to fire some twenty- 
five or thirty times, before an en- 
emy armed «with the percussion 
musket, can get within shooting 
distance. The efficacy of the 
Piussian troops is thus doubled. 
The Piussian army might be re- 
duced to half its present numbers, 
to the great delight of every body 
except the monarch and his im- 
mediate advisers.

alotof chestuut ruts on hind I ent thon m 
two, each making two states, which I set 
apart the distance of a rals length I put 
my bottom wire 12inches fiom the cround, 
and each wire about 9 mehes from the oue 
below at, whieh makes the fence 4 ieet mgh 
I used about half No 10 and half No 9 wire 
annealed The fence all set and completed, 
cast me about 37 1-2 cls per red 

Were I to set more, I should use no wire 
finer. than No 9,ofgeodquity 1 {eel quite 
contident in regard to my No 9 wire, but of 
the No, 10 Jam uctso confident It needs 
tobeproved After sc ting it, my men drove 
some coss againstit, butt brought them up, 
and no damage to the vire, Our mode of 
stroming the wire wes as follows —Tahe a 
hickory suek, say 21-2 mwrhes in diameter 
and 2 feet leng Wilh an meh and a half 
auger, bore a hole, say to mehes from the 
end, through this puta stek, siy tno feet 
long, for a lever Beta een tms hole and the 
end of the nekorg stick, at right angles with 
the 1 1-2 inch hole, putthe ugha lage woed 
screw, t event spluune About Ginches 
from the other end, put through a hole 1-4 
of an inch or less in diineter, and your 
stwiscris done  Inseityrour wire through 
the lever and post it each end, fasten it at 
one end, and draw it as tigit as convenient 
with yonr hands atthe other. Slip the wire 
through the small hole mthe stramer, and 
turn until you have tiken ont the kmis and
